7. New Business 

a. Public Hearing regarding the proposed amendment of project plan for Tax Incremental 

District No. 8 (See the Public Hearing Notice which was published on May 24, 2017). Rigg 

summarized the proposal and Ehlers reviewed the project plan in detail.  Hurtley opened the 

public hearing at 6:18pm. No comments were brought forward by the public.  Hearing was 

closed at 6:19pm. 

 

b. Motion to approve “Resolution Approving a Project Plan Amendment for Tax Incremental 

District No. 8, City of Evansville, Wisconsin” by Hammann, seconded by Stuart.  Passed 

unanimously. 

 

c. Public hearing and review of Ordinance 2017-06, an Ordinance Rezoning Territory from 

Residential District One (R-1) to Residential District Two (R-2) of parcel 6-27-491.2 (460 

and 462 South 5th Street) 

i. Initial staff comments. Sergeant summarized his staff report highlighting the zoning 

change would have no effect on the density of the lot, as it is already built upon.   

ii. Public hearing. Hurtley opened the public hearing at 6:28pm, closed it at 6:29pm with 

no comments received. 
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iii. Plan Commissioner questions and comments. Hammann summarized the required 

findings.  

iv. Motion to recommend Ordinance 2017-06 to Common Council by Hammann/Cole. 

Passed Unanimously. 

 

d. Public Hearing concerning a Preliminary and Final Land Division request for a two-family 

twin lot on parcel 6-27-491.2 (460 and 462 South 5th Street) 

i. Initial staff and applicant comments. Sergeant identified this land division would 

allow the two sides of the existing duplex to be sold and owned independently.  

ii. Public Hearing. Hurtley opened the public hearing at 6:32pm, closed it at 6:32pm with 

no comments received. 

iii. Plan Commissioner questions and comments. None 

iv. The Plan Commission recommends Common Council approve the preliminary and 

final certified survey map to divide parcel 6-27-491.2 into a Two-family twin lot, 

finding that the certified survey map is in the public interest and meets the objectives 

contained within Section 110-102(g) of City ordinances with the following 

conditions: Joint Cross Access Easement Agreement is recorded with the Rock 

County Register of Deeds by Hammann/ Cole.  Passed Unanimously. 

 

Commission 

reached a consensus for a July 10th meeting date.
